Fear Pus Endangers Heart. 

It is believed in some circles that 
the poison that has been infecting the 
blood of King George has reached the 
pericardium or surrounding the 
heart.

Inflammation of the lining mem-} 
brane of the pericardium generally : 
is caused by germs of ‘influenza, 
pneumonia or other diseases, and the 
effect is to interfere with the work- 
ing of the heart itself. —

The council's note to Bolivia, signed 
‘by Aristide Briand, foreign minister 
of France, follows: 

“The council has taken cognizance 
ef the telegram of Dec. 12 addreased 
te it by the minister of Bolivia in 
Paris and communicating in the name 
of his government a detailed statement 
of events leading up to a dispute be- 
tween Bolivia and Paraguay. 

“The council has also taken account 
of a telegram of Dec. 14 signed, by 
the president and minister of foreign 
affairs of Bolivia. This telegram con- 
tains in particular the following dec- 
laration: “The council of the league 
may rest assured that Bolivia will not 
depart from the principles and obli- 
gations contained in the covenant of 
the league.’ ” 

“The council has studied with closest 
attention the statement of your gov- 
ernment’s point of view. {it is glad 
to find this proof of attachment of 
‘Bolivia to the principles and obliga- 
tions of the covenant and is thereby 
led to hope the parties will carefully 
avoid all acts which would make it 
more difficult to insure pacific solution. 
“Im closing teday its 63d ordinary 
session at Lugano, it expresses its 
firm conviction that the obligations 
of the convenant will be fulfilled. It 
recalls that if there should arise be- 
tween two members of the league of 
nations a dispute likely to lead to 
rupture they cannot, without break- 
ing their engagements and in particu-- 
lar the stipulation of article 12 of the 
covenant, fail to have recourse by one 
method or another to one of the pro- 
cedures for pacific settlement provided 
for in the covenant. 


Urged to Avoid War Risks, 


“It also considers it useful to draw 
attention to the fact that the covenant 
mentions amongst other matters, ‘ dis- 
putes as to the existence of any fact 
which if established would constitute a 
breach of any international obligation | 
or as to the extent and nature of 
reparation to be made for any such 
breach’ shovid be submitted to arbi- 
tration, judicial settlement or to an 
’ inquiry by the league. council. 

“The council] would insist on the 
fact that its experience suggests the 
great importance of any measures of 
self-defense being carefully limited to 
‘those which can neither be interpreted 
as aggressive by the other country 
mor are such as to involve risk of 
direct contact between troops, which 
would increase the gravity of the sit- 
vation and render more difficult efforts 
which are at present being made for 
the maintenance of peace.

National Research Clinic 
to Be Established. 


Dr. Charles Mayo of Rochester, 
Minn., conferred with President Anton 
J. Cermak of the Cook county board, 
j and Coroner Herman N. Bundesen 


yesterday concerning the establish- 
ment of a national cancer clinic and 
research institute at the county hos- 
pital. 

The conference between Dr. Mayo 

and the county officials lasted less 
than an hour and the organization of 
}@ group to establish the clinic was 
' begun immediately after Dr. Mayo and 
Dr. Bundesen left Mr. Cermak’s of- 
fice. The two physicians had told the 
president of the county board what 
was needed from that organization to 
set things in motion. 
Set Aside Hospital Ward. 

It was decided that a special ward 
or wing of the county hospital will be 
set aside for the central clinic and re- 
search hospital. Here the world’s 
knowledge of the disease will be pooled. 
Dr. Mayo for the present will be the 
chief of the local and national staffs of 
physicians. 

Mr. Cermak said that he has the 
power, as head of the county board, 
to appoint as regular staff members of 
the county hospitals any physicians 
whom Dr. Mayo may suggest.

| such others as may be decided upon, 
, All local civic groups who have de 
voted time and study to the digease 
will be given a chance to appoint 
members.to an advisory board. 


Names Leading Specialists. 

“IT will ask the leading cancer spe 
clalista in the United States to serve on 
the national executive board,’ Dr. 
Mayo said. “Such men as Bloodgood 
of Baltimore, Coffey of Portland, Hag-

Louis,@oley of New York, and others, 
Offhand I would say there will be 
on that board some 25 men from all 
over the country.” ef 

Then he added: “This is. going to 
be a finish fight and cancer is going 
to be the loser.” 

In outlining to Mr. Cermak the 
need for such an organization ag he 
proposed, Dr, Mayo pointed out that 
much is known about cancer but that 
the knowledge is. disorganized and 
scattered over the world. : 

“We know a lot about it, yet we 
are not using that knowledge as we 
should,” the famous physician said. 
“We know that 38,000 persons died 
in the last year from cancer of the 
stomach alone. We know that at any 
given périod of time there are 200,- 
000 persons in the United States suf- 
fering frém cancer; that whereas the 
death rate a few years ago was $3 
to each 100,000, it is now 127 to 100,- 
000. 

More Persons Subject to Cancer. 
“This latter fact is probably not 
due, however, to an increase in can- 
cer. Medical science, has raised 
the span of life so that now the aver- 
age ig 58 years. Cancer is a disease 
of the ages past 40; thus in raising 
the life span we have given it more 
chance to develop in more persons.. 
“The present great cancer prob- 
lem of the doctors is to treat the vic- 
tims early. If we can only educate 
the public that an abnormal condi- 
tion must not be neglected we have 


they come too late they are doomed. 

“Cancer ig the one disease left in 
which there is now no hope for the 
victim, unless it is discovered and prop- 
erly treated in its early stages. There 
is nothing to be compared with can- 
cer; you've got to die if you've got 
cancer. And 66 per cent of all our 
people from heredity have a tendency 
towards cancer. 

“We know that cancer exists in 
trees, flowers, fruits, animals and that 
chickens have it. Our plan now is 
to coUrdinate all we know of the dis- 
ease, to educate the people to come 
to us early when they have some ab- 
normality, and we can thus fight the 
disease most intelligently.”

Growing communities downstate are 
shown to be suffering from a reduced 
voice at Springfield as is Cook county. 
A voter in the metropolis district in 
Egypt or in the Mattoon district 
counts for twice as much in the elec- 
tion of lawmakers as a voter in Joliet, 
or Sprifgfield, or East St. Louis, or in 
the Herrin-Cairo district. A voter in 
Rockford, Rock Island, or Peoria, or 
in Decatur, Elgin, Aurora, and Wau- 
kegan has far less to say on legisla- 
tors than a voter in Mount Vernon or 
Pontiac. 

Cook County Disparities Shown. 

Cook county, of course, is the seat 
of the greatest inequalities. There 
are nineteen districts in Cook county. 

In ten of these districts 289,802 vot- 
ers elect 10 senators and 30 repre- 
sentatives. 

In the other nine districts 1,200,431 
yoters have nine senators and 27 rep- 
resentatives.

Calls Gas Tax Essential. 


“On the other hand, we believe that 
& gas tax now is essential. The in- 


terests of the motorists, however, de- 
‘mand that if they are to pay an addi- 


tional tax they must be given some- 
thing for it. In the past the motor- 
ists of the northern counties of the 
state have paid over 50 per cent of 
the highway funds and have not re- 
ceived in return roads sufficient for 
their needs. The sort of a gas tax 
law I vision is one which gives to the 
congested areas the highway facilities 
that the proportion of their tax pay- 
ments justify.” 


Mr. Hayes said he believed that the 
state must have a gas tax to keep 
up with.the road demands, but his 
figures show that for the present a 
2 cent tax is sufficient. 


“When a three cent tax is proposed, 
we draw the line,” he said. We shall 
not submit to it without a battle. The 
suggestion of a three cent tax, with 
a cent for the state, a cent for the 
counties and a cent for the munici- 
palities is ridiculous, in our view. 


Public Willing to Pay. 

“We intend to take steps to see that 
the motorist gets a fair deal. We be- 
lieve that car owners will not object 
to a gas tax if they can feel that the 
money they pay will be used for the 
road facilities that are needed imme- 
diafely by traffic. Within a radius of 
150 miles from Chicago wider roads 
and grade separations are imperative,

Twenty-four cases of 
pneumonia and five deaths were re- 
ported for the same period. A num- 
ber of pneumonia deaths reported 
later to the coroner’s office, however, 
indicated that the pneumonia toll for 
the day probably would be tripled.

The sales rooms almost always are 
jammed at the weekly auctions held 
each Wednesday at noon. Many Wall 
street clerks forego their luncheon 
hour to drop in and gamble a few 
dollars on anything in the bag. 

Stocks Sold by Lot. 

Nobody asks about the lot which is 
usually identified as “lot No. 1,” “ lot 
Nd. 2” and on up the line. The gilt 
edged securities, of course, are iden- 
tified. One may buy a controlling in- 
terest in a long defunct mining com- 
pany, one may become a full fledged 
shareholder in an oil concern that 
never did get “started” or one may 

take just a small “flyer” for a few 
cents, . . 

Occasionally a large estate is brought 
to the auction rooms for settlement. 
Then the big bankers are notified and 
send representatives to bid in the 
better grade stocks.

PORT AU PRINCE, Haiti, Dec. 15. 
—The retractable wheels of the am- 
phibian air yacht Liberty touched land 
today for the first time since it left

All of our landings to date have been 
on water, but this morning Pilot 
Becker took advantage of the prox- 
imity of the United States marine avi- 
ation field on the outskirts of this city 
and hopped up from the surface of 
Port au Prince harbor, lowered the 
wheels of the big flying boat and 
brought them and their five and a half 
ton burden down gently on the green 
of Bowen field.

Question three is: “ Sportsman- 
ship?” By this I take to be obedience 
to the referee’s commands and a gen- 
eral sense of fair play.

But the question 
and its answer permits the referee to 
assess a penalty against an unfair 
fighter by totaling all of his little acts 
of unfairness. 

Having judged a round by answer- 
ing these three questions, I score it by 
taking 10 for a unit.

Would 
there have been a greater storm had 
I permitted Dempsey to carry out his 
evident impulse to hit Tunney before 
he got to his feet and then had dis- 
qualified him? This is my guess— 
there would have been a riot. . 

Perhaps I acted as an automaton. 
I have refereed more than 600 fights. 
I'm confident a man of slight experi- 
ence t have forgotten the rules. 
Habit may have been as big a factor 
in my favor as judgment. Yes, per- 
haps I acted as an automaton. But 
fair men, familiar with the facts and 
in possession of a thorough knowledge 
of boxing should be giad that I did, 
There were no two paths to take. 
Dempsey had to go to a neutral cor- 
ner. There was no leeway. Please 
read the.rule again: 

“ When a contestant is down his op. | 
ponent shall retire to the farthest cor 
ner and shail remain there until the 
count is completed. Should he fail 
to do so the ree shall cease count- 
ing until he has retired.” 

Dempsey never had obeyed the 
knockdown rule in previous fights. 
Some may say~-~-“ Well, the rule was 
only created for the fight in Chi- 
cago.” That is not so. The rule is 
az old as the Marquis of Queensberry. 

Rale Published in Press. 

Four days before the fight in an 
article published in THe Cuicaco Tris. 
UNE, summarizing the principal rules 
under which the title battle would be 
waged, Rule 87, the essence of the 
“knockdown law” which the commis. 
sion’ chose to strictly follow, was 
printed. 

Any one who argues that- Dempsey 
lost those precious four seconds 
through ignorance of a secret rule is 
talking through his ‘hat. 

I have now told you ‘exactly what 
happened in the historic seventh 
round. Let us go on with the fight. 

At the sound of the gong for the 
eighth round Tunney came out with 
amazing freshness, considering his 
experience of the previous round. He 
seemed to realize he had much lost 
prestige to make up. He never had 
been floored before, never in his ca- 
reer, and the mémory of a new pre- 
,dicament apparently spurred him on, 

Dempsey was fading fast. His legs 
were more wabbly than ever. The 
faflure of his underpinning had shown 
up while he was pursuing Gene’s bi- 
cycle in the seventh round. They 
continued to fall him but he pro 
ceeded doggedly, swaying with his 
fiail-like technique in an endeavor to 
again counter ‘one of Tunney’s left 
leads with either a left or right hand 
swing. Suddenly Gene stepped inside 
of one of these left hand swings with 
a short, choppy right to the chin and 


‘|my right hand had faien without my

Dempsey’s legs 
buckled and his knees flopped to the 
canvas my right hand swung down in 
the count of “one” before Tunney | 
had retreated. 

Where the critics err is in the as 
sumption that if my right hand 
cescended it evidenced the beginning 
of the count. It did not. I did not 
say one.”’. 

Even had I momentarily forgotten 
the knockdown rule and had attempt- 
ed to start the count before Tunney 
had taken a neutral corner I couldn't 
have done it. Dempsey was back on 
his feet in less than a second. 

An Appeal to the Fans. 

It is true that Tunney, after send- 
ing Dempsey to the floor, retreated in 
the. direction of his own corner, the 
northeast corner, and not to a neutral 
corner. Had Dempsey stayed down. 
the situation would have been exactly 
the same as was that in the seventh 
round with the principals reversed. 

1 would not have started the count 
until Tunney had taken a neutral cor- 
ner. I realize that what I might have 
done is a matter of conjecture. Hon- 
estly, in my own mind I’m certain 
thet I would not have given Tunney 
a shade different treatment than I 
gave Dempsey. Isn't it fair to give 
me the benefit of the doubt? 

After Dempsey had arisen Tunney 
continued with his flashing left hand 
and the oft repeated one-two to ham- 
mer Dempsey’s face. Dempsey was 
beginning to show the effects of the 
beating and the reaction probably in- 
duced by bitter disappointment.

Members of the eleven whose kicker 
had booted the ball over the goal line 
relaxed when they saw the pigskin 
sail over the line. The result was 
that the retrievers picked up the ball, 
walked leisurely out into the field of 
play, and then started to run. 


CITES FAMOUS GAME | 


In that Chicago-Michigan game of 
1905 a Michigan player failed to 
touch the ball down after it had been 
kicked across the goal line. He start- 
ed to run it out into the field of play 
and was tackled back of his own goal 
line for a safety and the two points 
which gave Chicago the victory. Col, 
H. B. Hackett, former West Point 
player and one of the most compe- 
tent officials in the country today, 
was referee of that game. 

That play would not have been a 
safety under the present rules. Now 
u punted ball crossing an opponent’s 
goal line before being touched is auto- 
matically a touchback. Hence that 
game of 1905 would have resulted in a 
scoreless tie if present rules had pre- 
vailed.

In addition to the above, the NCA

Lighter-than-air travel is undoubt- 
edly, at the present time, by far the 
safest means of fiying over large 
bodies of water. Dirigibles have made 
five crossings without a single unsuc- 
cessful attempt, whereas only too 
many airplanes have headed out over 
the Atlantic never to be heard of 
again. 

The greatest disadvantage of the 
dirigible is its comparatively slow 
speed and inability to cope with high 
winds. Also, so little is known about 
the commercial use of this branch of 
transportation that we cannot make 
an intelligent comparison between the 
airplane and the dirigible in daily 
service operation. 

The development of lighter-than- 
air craft should go forward, and at 
the first opportunity a commercial 
dirigible route should be inaugurated 
on regular schedule in order to de- 
termine definitely the practicability 
of their operation under all conditions

A Base on Greenland. 

A..route by way. of Greenland and 
Ieeland would require many bundreds 
of miles of additional flying. A plane 
leaving New York would pass over 
a fairly well populated country as far 
as Quebec, then over a northern wilder- 
ness to the coast of Labrador, where 
a base would have to be established 
for service and refueling prior to the 
flight over Davis strait to Greenland. 

A. second base would be necessary 
on the western coast of Greenland 


-and still a third on the eastern. The 


interior of the country is covered by 
an ice cap thousands of feet high and 
is subject to severe storms. Conse- 
quently an air route would probably 
follow the coast line. 

Much more satisfactory flying condi- 
tions are found in Iceland, which has 
a larger population and a terrain bet- 
ter adaptable to flying than that of 
Greenland. The latter has a narrow 
strip of shore line between its ice 
barrier and the sea, with few places 
available for landing fields, whereas 
Iceland contains more open territory,

Great Circle Route. 

The great circle has the basic’ ad- 
vantage of being the shortest dis- 
tance. The water gap between New- 
foundiand and Ireland, ‘however, is 
nearly 1,900 miles, and our most fre- 
quent fogs are found in the vicinity. 
of Newfoundland and the Grand 
Banks. Also, it would be difficult to 
maintain service stations so far north 
of the regular ship lanes, and, at 
present, flying nonstop across the At- 
lantic as a commercial proposition is 
out of the question for the airplane, 
even were it possible to carry a pay 
load in addition to the fuel required 
for so long a flight. 

With planes capable of carrying a 
great fuel reserve and able to operate 
at high altitudes above ordinary storm 
areas the great circle route would be 
feasible; but with equipment now in 
view it cannot be considered for any

_ It may be surprising for the aver- 
age Chicago motorist to know that 
when he passes a car on the right, 
no matter where the car he passes 
may be in relation to center or curb, 
he violates a statute of Illinois and is 
Hable to fine and punishment.

Year Observation. 


Traffic counts were made on a nine 


and a half mile stretch of two lane 
roadway over a period of two years. 
It was found that the average speed 


of passenger cars was 26 miles per 
hour, and that of trucks to be passed 


eight miles per hour. 


Time lost by cars in waiting for an 
opportunity to pass a truck averaged 
1l seconds. 

An average of 1,227 “ passings ” oc- 
curred hourly, which represented a 
loss to motorists of 3.75 hours, or 60 
hours in the traffic count day of 16 
hours 

Wastes $21,900 Yearly. 

The investigators assumed that 
there were two persons in each car. 
A value of 25 cents’ per hour was 
assigned to the time of the motorists 
and 60 cents per hour for the rental 
of the cars. Even this conservative 
estimate shows a loss jo motorists of 
$60 daily, or $21,900 yearly in the use 
of this nine and a half mile road-. 
way. 

These studies, although representing 


_| conditions in one state, at least fur- 


nish proof that narrow roads in popu- 
lous communities are uneconomical. 
The monetary values assigned to 
motorists’ time and car usage are held 
to be a reasonable method of measur- 


ing the cost of delays, recognizing that 


motoring discomfort and the constant 
danger to life and automobile is far 
greater than time losses. 
Traffic Expands Rapidly. 

Commercial traffic has €xpanded so 
rapidly that it is difficult to keep up 
with the news. For instance, one: bus 
company is now operating 400 buses 
over 60,000 miles of roads, linking

: When the two blocks are covered 
with the proposed eight buildings, all 
of which are to be designed in of 
English half timbered style, there ‘will 
be five large three story apartment 
buildings, with a total of 175 suites; 
an eight story apartment hotel, a ten 
story building, and a block long 300 
car garage. 

Warwick or Avalon? ; 

Mr. Cramer is considering naming 
this attractive development Avalon 
Villa apartments, basing his suggested 
christening on the fact that the Ava- 
lon station of the I. C. is just across 
the tracks. He also. is considering the 
fame Warwick village, however, stat- 
ing that in his opinion Warwick 
sounds a bit more British than Ava 
lon, what! | 

If Warwick wins over Avalon in his 
mental argument, he'll christen-«the 
eight story apartment hotel, to be 
erected on 79th street, adjoining the 
I. C. right of way, Warwick inn. ...* 

This proposed Warwick inn, by the 
way, will be the outstanding architee 
tural feature not only on 79th street 
but for many miles in every direction, 
Realizing that, the owners have had 
Charlies 8S. Archer, the architect, de 
sign the hotel so that the walls over. 
looking the railroad right of way and 
facing south will be of the same face 
brick as the wall fronting on 79th 
street. The west wall, visible for miles 
along 79th street and from all LI. C. 
trains, presumably will have the same 
architectural] half timbered features as 
the street elevation. 

Plans 10 Story Unit. 

The east wall of the eight story 
hotel will be of common brick, but 
in order to forestall any criticism on 
this score, we'll add that Mr. Cramer 
says the next unit, probably a ten 
story structure, will extend east from 
the Warwick inn to. the. Woodlawn 
avenue corner and, of course, will 
completely hide this bit of unsightly 
brickwork. .The next unit, by the 
way, probably will be erected shortly 
after the completion’ of the hotel. 

Warwick inn will have ninety-one 
furnished apartments of one and two 
rooms. The hotel lobby and lounge 
will be on the first floor. The buiid- 
ing will haye four stores. All apert- 
ment suites and corridors will be 
varpeted. | 

The exterior. of the building will 
be of red face brick with a roof of 
green clay shingle tile and Bedford 
stone trim. The half timber work will 
be set off with white stucco. Pilate 
glass will be used in all windows. The 
building, without the furnishings, will 
cost an estimated $500,000. 

Work Under Way on Fiats. 

Work already is under way on, the 
first of the proposed five large three 
story apartment buildings. This is on 
the south side of 79th place, just east 
of the I. C. It will cost $175,000, 
It will have thirty-seven suites of 
three and four rooms. 

Three of the other four units will 
have thirty"six flats each and. the 
fourth, just back of the Warwick inn 
will have thirty.

Through an exchange of re- 
ports on results at the end of each 
season the farmers of the county or 
community learn which strains are the 
big yielders. It is then a simple mat- 
ter to get the start with this partic- 
ular hybrid, since the original source 
of the seed is at Lafayette. 

Many hybrids have been produced 
since the experiment was started. 
Seventy-six different ones were repre- 
sented in the seed corn sent out to 
farmers from Lafayette last spring. 
The inferior hybrids are gradually 
being reduced. Dr. Hoffer expects to 
distribute seed from hot more than 
fifteen different hybrids next spring. 


Experimenting for Three Years. 

Farmers in Indiana have been grow- 
ing these new hybrids under practical 
field conditions for three years. In 
1926 100 farmers planted the new corn. 
In 1927 about 35 tried the hybrids. 
The good news spread from farm to 
farm, and the number of codperating 
farmers was nearly double this year. 

Coupled with this corn experiment 
valuable facts are also being uncov- 
ered concerning the richness of the 
soil on the farms where the crop is 
grown. Disease resistance of the corn 
plant and the effect of weed compe- 
tition are other factors being studied.

CORE OF WALNUT 
TIMBER IS IDEAL

By-Product of Veneer 
Making Process. 


BY HOMER GRANT. 

Interesting — and different —is the 
summer cottage, hunting lodge or 
bungalow made from solid walnut. 

This exterior of solid walnut is pos- 
sible at a reasonable price if veneer 
cores or rollers are used.. Especially 
is this true, if a veneer mill is near 


Owing to the way veneer for furni- 
ture is usua)!y made, the price of such 
construction is low. 

Logs are soaked or steamed and 
then a knife removes a continuous 
sheet of wood much as a bolt of wide 
ribbon is unrolled. As the veneer is 
cut the log gets smaller and smaller 
until the point comes when work has 
to cease. 

Eight Inches Thick. 

The size of the piece left averages 8 
inches in diameter and from 6 to 10 
feet in length. 

No more cutting is possible as the 
wood towards the center may have 
slight imperfections that would affect 
the quality of the veneer. On the 
other hand these imperfections do not 
affect the value of the core or roller 
for structural purposes. 

In building a bungalow of veneer 
cores the rollers are split down the 


center and used with the round side 


out. The builder places his sills, then 
puts a layer of roofing paper on each 
sill and sets the half round cores on 
end on the roofing felt, spiking them

Vote Wage Cut. 


Building trades workers in Ashe 
ville, N. C., have voted to take a wage 
reduction in the hope of stimulating 
a construction program. Offivials of 
the. unions of bricklayers and plaster- 
ers in that city have agreed to a re- 
duction of wage rates for both crafts 
from $11 to $9 a day. 

According to the survey made by 
the Building Construction Employers’ 
association the Chicago carpenters re- 
ceive $1.50 an hour, which is classed 
as the highest rate paid to carpenters 
in the country. 

It is pointed out that mostly all the 
larger cities pay carpenters on an 
average of $1.25 an hour, while in 
the smaller cities the wage scale for 
carpenters is $1 an hour. Cities in 
the south pay the lowest rate. In 
Atlanta the rate is 70 cents an hour, 
Savannah, 75 cents an hour, and in 
New Orleans the carpenters are paid 
the wage scale of 90 cents an hour. 

The builders’ survey avers that the 
Plasterers appear to be in the one 
trade able to convince the contractors ' 
and building public its wages should 
be higher than any other trade. Of 
the 115 cities listed in the survey, 
there is only one city paying $1 an 
hour for plasterers, nine cities pay 
$1.62 per hour, four cities pay $1.56% 
an hour and twenty-two cities pay 
$1.50 an hour. 

Next spring wage contracts will ex- 
pire for a number of Chicago building 
trades. Carpenters, it is said, will 
ask for an increase from $1.50 to 
$1.62% an hour. Labor leaders say 
that Harry Jensen, former head of 
the Carpenters’ District council, will 
become a candidate for the presidency 
at the carpenters’ election of officers 
on the wage rate increase issue. 

Jensen is now a member of the 
Illinois parole board. He was ap- 
pointed by Gov. Len Small Jensen 
will shortly become a Chicago com- 
muter.

—or the pasty made with it as 
a filling and called paté de fole 
gras, has been a symbol of the 
supreme in cookery for at least 300 
years. Another name for this pated is 
Strasbourg pie, and three hundréd 
years ago the Unglish called it a 
Christmas pie. December being the 
month when it was in the highest 
season. 7

ing to find that goose livers had pres-

In Germany goose fat, beaten till 
well emulsified, is used in place of 
tutter, while savory goose fat, or 
goose fat rendered, with seasonings 
like those of a soup bunch fagot, can 
be used for gravies and such dishes 
as savory rice. One has to expert- 
ment with the making of savory fats 
—the German recipes for it are excel- 
lent—to realize what can be done to 
make these highly agreeable as food. 


Rendering the Fat. 


One way to render gouse fat is to 
cut up the skin with its layer of at. 
tached fat into littlé squares; sprinkle 
all with salt and allow it to stand over 
night. In the morning rinse the 
pieces with fresh water and then cook 
the fat from one gocse gently in three 
er four cups of cold water. Cautious 
or gentle cooking must be done or the 
fat will darken. and also the crack- 
lings. The inside fat, or that around 
the viscera, should be soaked in salted 
water and rendered separately. 


Use of Cracklings. 


When the fat has cooked out of the 
nieces, skim out the cracklings and 
drain thém well. They then make an 
acceptable rye bread sandwich filling, 
or they can be used in making sauces 
or gravies or as shortening for corn- 
breads. The fat can he rendered with- 
out water, but in this case the crack: 
lings are not as good although they 
can be used in a cream sauce

in the beak in order that “ they might 
observe profound silence which other- 
wise their natural loquacity wou 
render impossible.”’ This is mentioned 
to justify the fact that Aristotle at- 
tributed foresight to the goose, ané 
so have later philosphers, which fact 
writers on food have liked to retai!. 
In this book it says thatthe ancients 
highly esteenred goose flesh, and the 
Egyptians served geese every day at 
their meals, while Homer speaks in 
praise of fat geese. A Roman em. 
peror was enormously devoted to 
cooked goose but later, according to 
this story, the luxurious Romans neg- 
lected the entire animal and thought 
only of the liver, which was increased 
in size by feeding the goose on a fig 
paste for twenty days. When the 
goose was killed the livers were put 
to soak in milk and honey. Thev 
roasted the livers or fried them in a 
special way.

Goose Stews. 


The common people of Strasbourg to 
this day can buy goose remainders or

If a potato stuffing ie used it should 
be rather highly seasoned with pepper 
and salt, onion, and even some sage 
and two yolks of eggs for each pint 
of potato makes it richer. A German 
stuffing consists of equal part« of 
bread crumbs, chopped apples, seeded 
raisins, and boiled onions well sea- 
soned with salt and pepper. 


Preparing Goose for Roasting. 


The goose is a neat bird but its flesh 
is oily and so whatever dust there its 
on it does not wash off readily. Per- 
haps the best way to c'ean it is to 
wet it and rub it over with baking 
soda, then scrape it with a ‘ull knife, 
after which wash again. But first of 
all it must be singeJ afier it has been 
looked over. Finally, draw and stuff 
immediately. If it is necessa: y to-wash 
out the inside, because the viscera 
may have been broken in the draw. 
ing, it should be wiped dry before the 
stuffing is put in, otherwise the stuf- 
fing may be rendered unpalatable. The 
stuffing constitutes the main season- 
ing, but instead of using it, and al- 
ways with young geese, pfit into the 
goose several onions, some celery cut 
fine. A piece of butter may be put in 


and the’ outside of the goose rubbed 


with butter mixed with salt and pep- 
per, or seasoned flour will help te 
make a gravy. 


| Roasting. 

It is wasteful to have a ioo hot fire 
when roasting a guvose, although no 
more so, perhaps, than in the case .of 
chicken. The frequent basting with 
water and dripping hinders the try- 
ing out of the fat, us well as seasons 
the meat and in the pan with the fat 
and water, may ‘be various seasoning 
elements. Since one fat seasons an- 
other, fat, both butter and salt pork 
fat, used in seasoning the S00s8e fat, 
will make it more palatable. But cook- 
ing @ goose is a good deal of an art 
which cannot be taught in print. 

Perfiaps it is because the printed 
recipe for roasting is so in- 
sufficient that the great chefs make 
theirs so brief, but here is a modern 
one—from the Hotel St. Francis Cook 
Book, by Victor Hirtzler—with the 
title, “ Stuffed Goose with Chestnuts ” 
—" Clean a goose and keep the liver 
jand gizzard. Fill with a chestr. ut 
stuffing, put in a roasting pan, salt, 
add a spoonful of water, and Place in 
the oven. The water will soon evVap- 
orate and the fat begin to meit. Baste 
well until the goose is done. Then re- 
nove the goose to « platter; save the 
grease for other purposes; and add to

It was started long ago when all opera was im- 
ported and none of its practitioners could sing or speak 
Miderstandable English. In order to excuse their deficien- 
ges, they. invented the fable that English was not a fit 
language to sing in, end that other languages were full not 
oiy of delightful sounds but poetic connotations. And the 
public believed them, the most discouraging cofhmentary 
upon American intelligence on record. 

They are still saying it, and the public is still believing 
it. At last, however, the punishment is beginning to catch 
up with the crime, for many people, even when they for one 
feason or another go to opera, frankly, admit that they are 
bored by it. Taste for opera is not as fst as it 
should, wherefore it would seem that the vicioug circle is 
rearing {ta circumference. The unfortunate part is that 
when a gallant band like the American Opera company gets 
into operation, one cf its greatest obstacles is the inertia 
of this language delusion. There were many who expressed 
delight in my hearing last October upon learning that a 
libretto could be both understandable ard entertaining, but 
the greater part of the public, caught in the indifference 
created by many decades of foreign opera singing, merely 
stayed away.

- The period in which the censor has asked for or exer- 
elsed the largest authority is also the period in which the 
American mores have made the greatest change. Whatever 
this change may prove to be it is, with respect to the point 
the censor wishes to carry, all for the worse. The censor 
and the faults grow bigger together. The censor is offended 
by an act,or an expression which has been in common 
disrepute. Presently, the censor having been in action, the 
act or expression is in common use. 

Profanity was recognized as having limited possibilities. 
Whether it was pepped with obscenity or sacrilege, it wasn’t 
a mark of much credit even to men, and it was utterly tabu 
in the hearing of women and children. A man of common 
sensibilities was ashamed if he inadvertently used a raw 
word in a wrong place. Employment of it on the stage 
would have been wholly shocking, and the injection of it in 
the pages of a reputable printed work would have been 
unbelievable. 

There is hardly a word of this forbidden language which 
both the play and the book now do not fee] themselves 
entirely free to use. There has been a return to Elimbethan 
pleasantries and rotundities. 
Rabelaisian means merely something in the 
ordinary mode. The shockers of other years are the ac- 
cepted locutions of today. They are the permitted epithets 
of the stage and of books. Even an exceptionally unre 
strained mule driver would not ask for any greater privilege 
in the choice and use of words than he would be granted 
as a play or book writer.

The disagreeable and unpleasant 
boorishness which characterized considerable of American life 
in a great part of the last century has disappeared; for in- 
stance, the universal tobacco chewing which was such a 
ghastly phenomenon to European observers. The people are 
better mannered. They are more civilized, and they made - 
their improvements without the legal censor. But where he 
has been active ideas of decorum and taste, of sode and tabu, 
have done a half cartwheel and are on their heads. Censor- 
ship may he the last rally of a minority properly or im- 
properly resenting and objecting to a trend or drift which 
it dimly perceives through its fears, or it may be a provoca- 
tive agent hunting out and emphasizing something which 
had existed but which in the natural balancing operations 
of society had been kept in its place, When the censor goes 
after it a defiant society adopts it. 

. 

A fair judgment would be that repression frequently is 
a stimulant. Only an unwise person would be dogmatic. 
Censorship is the most uncertain field of regulation and it 
getg the most dogmatic control; hence, generally the most 
unwise. Public decorum, the sense of modesty and fre 
quently the accepted conventions require protection. Per 
ra‘tted allurements and provocatives are public injuries. The 
sense of shame has its personal and social value. Ideas 
which fall under proscription will change with time and 
with people and will be different as by climate and location. 

It is when repression destroys them that censorship has 
done its chief evil. It is the common result of the conflict 
caused by repression to take the moderate completely out 
of the scene. It is dominated by extremists who have no 
possibility of getting together in an agreement and no 
intent to do so. It is for the present inconceivable in the 
United States that citizens of open mind, willingness to 
begin with facts rather than conclusions, could do anything 
of consequence by studying the question of regulating the 
use of intoxicating beverages. :

intemperate in opinion one way or the other. Consequently, 
results are had from the charging impacts of elements which 
intend to coerce and other elements that refuse to be coerced.

Mr. Stock on Friday and Saturday 
will give the first Chicago perform- 
ance of Ernest Bloch’s new prize win- 
ning “America.” It will also be one 
sixth of the first American perform: 
ance,'for five other orchestras wil!

The other five are the 
Philharmonic-Symphony of New York, 
the -Philadelphia, the Boston Sym.

The piece was one of ninety-two of- 
féred in the contest promoted by Mu- 
‘Sical America last year for the best 
American Symphonic work, and won 
the prize of $3,000.

The 
final section is, “ 1926. The present— 
The future.” 

Mr. Bloch has evidently planned to 
present to his adopted country a work 
representing American yesterday, to- 
day, and tomorrow. At the close of 
his composition he has put in an 
anthem which he hopes will supersede 
the present national hymn, for he has 
been known to expréss a distaste for 
the one now in use based upon ap 
English drinking song. In this his 
hopes may be too far extended, for 
the public is quite in the habit of 
selecting its own anthem as well as its 
own favorite music—and its own 
favorite music makers.

Stewart was a better judge of real 
estate futures than election results.

Later it 
became the first Washington home of 
Levi Z, Leiter, pioneer Chicago mer- 
chant. 

It is about the time of Johnson’s 
administration that the cave dweller 
begins to appreciate his cave. Up to 
then he had not been particularly 
articulate about his antiquity. There 
is no special distinction in wearing 
royal purple if royal purple is the 
prevailing shade. Nor is there a so- 
cial premium on being a first family 
if your next door neighbor, and the 
man next to him, and the woman 


across the street, are all first fam- : 


flies. Calling diplomats by their first 
name loses whatever significance it 
may ever have when it is a custom, 
not an achievement. 

But the civil war, by its geography 
and its psychology, brought in new 
values and relativity. 

With each new arrival of a rich out- 
sider, the cave dweller counted over 
his own assets of birth and breeding 
and withdrew into his cave. This put 
‘the newcomer on his mettle and made 
him all the more zealous to build a 
big house, give a fine dinner, and 
make a joyful noise. 

So then, when Ulysses S. Grant 
came to the President’: chair . in 
1869, it was under the rosy light of 
a real social dawn. 

His first inauguration. in spite of 
the ball that was a flop. drew to tht 
capital its record crowd, up to then. 
Visiting and dining, the joint old 
faithfuls in the calendar, shoved over 
to make room for the latest vogue, 
dancing. ‘Politics and reform,” as 
somebody phrased it, “hecame the 
detail, and waltzing the profession.” 


Creating a New Office. 

Conscious suddenly of what it, felt to 
be a need for standardized etiquette, 
the feminine part of the federal city 
created a new office, unofficial but 
mighty, that of social arbiter. What 
the women of the Astor and the Van- 
derbilt clan were to be to New York for 


decades, what Mrs. Potter Palmer was 


to be to Chicago in the nineties, Mrs. 
Hamilton Fish, wife of Grant's secre- 
tary of state, was to Washington in 
the seventies. This seemed logical, for 
Sccretary and Mrs. Fish had a large 
fortune. and a large house; their arc 
lights were the most brilliant in town; 
8o were their dinner guests. Their 
evening parties were gay affairs. 
Above all, they knew how things were 
done in New York. 

Mrs. Fish’s first task was to give, 
in the name of the President’s wife, 
the following ’nterview to the press 
on American-made fashions. 
just after the Empress Eugenie, long 
the international dressmaker’s model, 
had passed out of the sketch, with 
the passing of the Napoleonic era.} 

“Tam glad the time has come when 
we shall have fashions of our own 
and not be dictated to by those who 
differ with us in the spirt of our tn- 
stitutions. This is a republic, not an 
empire or a monarchy. 

“No woman, either at home or 
abroad, will be followed or allowed to 
set the fashions for this country. So 
far as I am concerned, the short, com- 
fortable street dress has come to stay, 
and the neat fitting basque in some 
form will always be found in my ward- 
robe, and I trust every woman will 
seek her own convenience and comfort 
whilst thinking of other things than 
dress.”’ 

The general renaissance of enter- 
tainment was felt, for the first time 
in some years, at the White House, 
although the soldier there is said not 
to have enjoyed it overly much until 
his second administration. Mrs. Grant 
becanie a mistress of the mansion, not 
its housekeeper, for she put Melah, 
the Italian steward, in charge of kitch- 
en and dining room. 

State dinners grew more elaborate. 
The formal dining table—it had ex- 
panded now to accommodate a crowd- 
ed three dozen guests—was filled at 
least once a week. The average price 
of such a dinner, the steward’s figures 
show, was $700, though the feast set 
before Prince Arthur of England cost 
$1,500 for thirty-six exclusive of the 
wine bill, which was not small. 

* 
How One Custom Started. 

Informally the White House dinner 
hour slipped back from 6 to 5:30, and 
rice pudding, Grant's favorite dessert, 
made page one of the newspaperr 
from Tokio to Buenos Aires. Both 
Gen. and Mrs. Grant insisted that the 
prerogatives of publfc life should not 
take from them the privileges of pri- 
vate life. So they went calling when- 
ever and on whomever they pleased; 
they attended evening parties if they 
chose. 

Curiously, the custom, now defi- 
nitely established, of having cabinet 
wives assist the President's wife in 
receiving was started by Mrs. Grant 
for a very personal and practical rea- 
son. Mrs. Grant was near sighted. 
She was fearful lest she cause official 
complications some day by being un- 
able to recognize a guest who was 
well known te her. So she asked the 
wives of her husband's cabinet offi-

diplomats and many of their wives 
found to be lacking. Just in propor- 
tion as this country was distant from 
the old world capitals, just in that 
proportion, seemingly, did it burn in 
cense before the foreign minister. 

Next to tne foreign diplomat, the 
native bachelor came in for an ova- 
tion. Nor has this custom, any more 
than the custom of worshiping diplo- 
matic gold braid, disappeared. Wash- 
ington is not a city of commerce; 
never was. If they don’t buy a cane 
end go into the state department as 
sub-juniors, the native sons are forced 
to emigrate to make a living. O, law 
and real estate are locally acceptable 
to the matrons who make up careful 
dinner lists. But if the young man 
doesn’t want to be a barrister, if he 
hates real estate, and if he doesn’t 
covet the social keys to the best ball- 
rooms that go with an under job in 
the state department, he packs his bag 
and goes to New York or Philadel- 
rhia. Sometimes he goes even to Chi- 
cago. This leaves Washington so- 
ciety, as a masculine observer recent- 
ly maintained, “to tired old men and 
retired army officers.”’ 

So the bachelor, whether or not he 
be solvent, is as socially acceptable in 
Washington today as he was in 
Grant’s day. At that time the trio of 
local boys in highest favor were: 
Moorfield Storey, secretary to Gen. 
Sumner; Sam Hoar, son of Attorney 
General E. R. Hoar, and a personable 
young man whose last name was 
Dewey. 


Oft on a Chilly Night. 

Continuing this social log, it is writ- 
ten that the weather at Grant’s second 
inauguration was’so cold that~ 2,500 
canaries, imported for the festivities, 
froze to death in the ballroom, since the 
arrangements, which cost $60,000, had 
neglected the item of heat. The cham- 
pagne froze solid, and even the strains 
of “Hail to the Chief,” which is 
played and played and playei at the 
nation’s capital today and every day, 
failed te exhilarate the guests. There 
were no taxis in which to fight the 
blizzard, so hundreds wrapped them- 
selves in their furs and sat down on 
the dance floor {© spend a chilly night. 

The season, ushered in so frigidly, 
warmed under Cupid's radiance.

Fremont Tittle, pastor of the church 
since 1918, “a place which could be 
kept open always as a sanctuary for 
rest and prayer.

And its use 
for funerals becomes more necessary 
as apartments go up in the town.” 

“But even more imperative is its 
need as a place for separate church 
services for the younger children. Re- 
ligious services could be held there 
adapted to their mental capacities and 
spiritual needs.” 

To Offer Religious Education. 

Dr. Tittle believes that religious 
education for children has been great- 
ly neglected, due partly td the lack 
of proper space facilities. The new 
community house will help solve that 
problem. In it will be provided rooms 
specially designed for use as study 
classes

to Profit by Errors. 


Harry Newman Toiles, president of 
the Sheldon school and internationally 
_ known lecturer on business, told more 
than fifty west side business men the 
benefits of obstacles at the meeting of 
the West Side Kiwanis club meeting 
last Tuesday. 

Called by many of the men the most 
beneficial lecture .of the year, Mr. 
Tolles’ talk dealt with the factors that 
go to make up a successful business 
establishment and was called “ Build- 
ing Business on Bumps.” 


Calis Bumps Essential to Success. 
'. “Bumpg, or the objects which must 
be overcome in obtaining success in a 
business establishment, are the very 
things upon which the business de- 
pends for its success,”’ Mr. Tolles told 
the Kiwanians, “and without the 
bumps business would be nothing 
more than a glorified croquet game.” 

What the neighborhood business 
man should do is find the objects in 
his way, list them, and,try to meet 
each objection, Mr. Tolles continued. 
Deal with your own mistakes and 
those of your employés in a construc- 
tive way, and remember that mistakes 
point toward improvement if handled 
as they should be, Mr. Tolles told the 
members. 

Get at thé source of the error, and 
if it is attacked at its very root, ac- 
cording to Mr. Tolles, improvement 
will be noted in a short time. Ina 
business mistake or misjudgment find 
the exact cause for it and work to 
remove it. . If.it be an error brought 
about by forgetfulness the memory 
should .be trained; if tardiness is the 
cause punctuality should be practiced.

The chief 
formula which he urged the Kiwani- 
ans to remember was V equais I 
minus S, or the value of an employé 
is worth the individual less the 
amount of supervision necessary to 
make him work as he should.

“Arrangements were completed,” 
said Ald. Guernsey, “for the passage 
of an ordinance that would empower 
the Nickel Plate railroad to complete 
the harbor as designed by its engi- 
neers and approved by leading citizens 
and engineers in Chicago at that time, 

“It was necessary, however, to have 
the approval of the state government 
before the ordinance could be finally 
passed. The matter was tabled on the 
desk of Mr. Mulvihill for an unnece® 
sarily long period and so many slight 
and inconsequential objections were 
raised that action by the city council 
was deferred on the matter until after 
the. election of Mayor William Hale 
Thompson,

“ Mayor Tompson’s harbor commis- 
sion, which is composed of a group 
of well meaning citizeng, has no tech- 
nical knowledge of the subject and 
therefore has done nothing but delay 
the matter for two years. 

“In 1927 the state legislature re- 
pealed the act that would have per- 
mitted the city to pass the ordinance 
that would allow the Nickel Plate rail- 
rvad to construct the harbor and 
granted the Lake Calumet bed to the 
city of- Chicago. Since the passage 
of this new piece of legislation last 
year, the city council and private citi- 
zens who are interested in the project 
are powerless. Further action must 
be deferred until such time when the 
state legislature again passes an act 
that will restore the provisions of the 
Lake Calumet harbor bill of 1921. 

“T’am not here as a represenetative 
of the railroad or as the proponent 
of this plan, but I recommend that 
the members of the civic organiza- 
tions who are interested in-the proj- 
ect take the matter up with their 
state representatives with a view 
toward having the harbor bill restored 
so that immediate steps can be taken
